TRANSACTIONS ON ACCOUNT OF YELLOW FEVER AT LAREDO, TEX. 
Health conditions about Laredo— Mosquitoes iNCPEASING. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Frick reports, November 1%, as follows: 

Regarding the present sanitary situation of Laredo little, if any, 
attention is being paid by the city authorities toward preventing an 
increase of the mosquito. 

Would state, however, that many of the laity noticed the immediate 
increase of the mosquito following the discontinuance of active opera- 
tions by the Service toward the prevention and destruction of the 
mosquito, and have continued to use the barrel screens that the Service 
distributed among them last summer, though I see many barrels with- 
out screens, and while I can not, of my own knowledge, state that 
such unprotected water barrels have ‘* wiggle-tails” in them, I am 
informed that such is frequently the case; the fact that the adult mos- 
quito is found everywhere, and of the Stygomia variety, while not in 
any large numbers, shows that many breeding places of this character 
must exist. 

Frequent rains during the latter part of September, the whole of 
October, and the fore part of November have by the overflowing of 
water containers and arroyos (creeks) to some extent prevented a 
larger increase of the mosquito. 

About ten days ago I made an inspection of the arroyo Zacata and 
found the conditions negative; two days ago I made a second inspec- 
tion of this arroyo and found larve in abundance, mostly of the ano- 
dheles variety, some few culex, and, as I thought, a solitary stegomy/a, 
Dut of the latter Iam not sure, as I had but a momentary view of this 
larva. 

In conclusion, would state that during my inspection of the arroyo 
Zacata I found no pupe, this 1 believe being due to the fact that we 
have been having a somewhat lower atmospheric temperature and 
consequently a medium of a lower temperature for the insect to —— 
in. With the present higher temperature this, however, must all 
change, and we may leok for a much larger increase of the anopheles 
from the arroyo Zacata, as well asa larger number of the sfegomycu 
from their different breeding places throughout the town. We must 
also expect many of the mosquitoes to remain with us during our mild 
winters in this section, occasionally depositing their ova to add to 
those already developed, and to become more active in the early spring 
and causing this section to once more become a very highly infectable 
territory; the stegomyza to transmit yellow fever; the anopheles to 
transmit malaria (the frequency of which, in this section, for years to 
come, will cause many annoying rumors, as occurred during the past 
summer, to the prejudice of the section as well as to the injury of 
commerce and travel); and if the theory is correct, the culex to 
transmit dengue, and should any of these dengue cases fail to show an 
eruption, a probable diagnosis of yellew fever might be the result.

Micuican.— Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended October 19, 1904, from 72 observers, indicate that dysen- 
tery, smallpox, cholera infantum, puerperal fever, measles, and inflam- 
mation of brain were more than usually prevalent, and diarrhea, 
phtbisis pulmonalis, pneumonia, intermittent fever, diphtheria, ery- 
sipelas, remittent fever, cholera morbus, membranous croup, whoop- 
ing cough, and meningitis were less than usually prevalent. 

Meningitis was present at 1 place, whooping cough at 5, measles at 
1), pneumonia at 24, diphtheria at 45, smallpox at 48, scarlet fever at 
57, enteric fever at 88, and phthisis pulmonalis at 225 places.. 

Reports from the State board of health for the month of October 
from 170 cities, towns, and villages, having an aggregate population 
of 2,530,016, show a total of 2,565 deaths, including diphtheria 21, 
enteric fever 67, measles 4, scarlet fever 3, whooping cough 9, and 
224 from tuberculosis. 

The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statistics states: 

The total number of deaths returned to the office of the Secretary of State for the 
month of October was 2,565, corresponding to a rate of 12.0 per 1,000 population. 
This rate was lower than that for September (12.7), and also lower than that for the 
corresponding month for the previous vear (12.5). By ages there were 483 deaths of 
infants under 1 vear of age, 152 deaths of children aged 1 to 4 years, and 789 deaths 
of elderly persons aged 65 years and over. 


Important causes of death were as follows: Tuberculosis of lungs, 195; other forms 
of tuberculosis, 34; typhoid fever, 67; diphtheria and croup, 27; scarlet fever, 35; 
measles, 4; whooping cough, 9; pneumonia, 109; diarrhea and enteritis, under 2 
years, 168; cancer, 146; accidents and other violence, 195, 

Deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and pneumonia increased for October as com- 
pared with the preceding month, but there was a large diminution in the number 
reported from diarrheal diseases. Typhoid fever showed a very slight increase over 
September. 

There were 2 deaths reported from smallpox during the month—1 in Bay City and 
1 in Calhoun Township, Calhoun County.

Consul Masterson reports, November 2, 1904, to the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, as follows: 

Within the last week there have been 6 suspicious cases of sickness 
at this place that the doctors regard as likely to be plague, yet quar- 
antine has not been established, as there seems to be some question as to 
the disease being real plague. Four of the victims have died and the 
remaining ones are getting well. 

I am making this report before the port has been officially declared 
plague infected because of the fact that last May, on the outbreak of the 
plague, even before the doctors had officially declared it so, there were 
some merchants that notified their firms in New York of an outbreak 
of plague here, and the news thus reached Washington before I had 
sent in my report on it, as I was waiting for an official report before 
I sent word to the Department. I shall make a report on this matter 
next week, and in case it is officially declared plague I shall notify 
the Department by cable.

Chargé d’Affaires Sleeper reports to the Secretary of State as 
follows: 


LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
Hahana Cuba, November 9, 1904. 
The total mortality in the district of Habana during July, 1904, 
amounted to 521, 53 less deaths than in the preceding thirty-one days, 
but 63 more than in the corresponding month of 1903. Infant mor- 
tality is the principal cause of this increase over last year, deaths of 
children under 5 years of age having risen from 148 in July, 1903, to 
215 this year. The large percentage of infant mortality in Cuba has 
been frequently called to the attention of the Department in these 
reports. 
rhe health of the island in general continues satisfactory. During 
July no cases of yellow fever nor of smallpox either originated on the 
island or were imported. 
Seventy-four districts sent in their reports, representing an approxi- 
mate population of 1,548,168, with 2,250 deaths, equivalent to an 
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annual death rate of 17.2 per thousand of population, a decrease of 1.9 
over the preceding month. The births registered amounted to 6,229, 
thus showing a gain of about 4,000 in the population.

Report from Matanzas— Bills of health issued— Measles in the city— 
Mortuary statistics. 


During the week ended November 1%, 1904, bills of health were 
issued to 7 vessels bound for United States ports. 

Eleven cases of measles have been reported in the city since my last 
writing. The source of the epidemic is supposed to be from the rural 
district of Corral Nuevo, within a short distance from the city. How 
the contagion was conveyed to the latter place and where it was orig- 
inally derived from is yet to be determined. The last case of measles 
reported i in the city previous to the present epidemic occurred about 
six months ago, in a child who had just arrived from Key West, but 
the case was ‘properly isolated and no propag: ation of the disease was 
heard of or reported since that date. It is to be feared that the prev- 
alence of measles during this time of the year, when changes of tem- 
perature are so frequent, by favoring the well-known “pulmonary 
complications, will bring on a larger mortality than at any other season 
of the vear. 

No other quarantinable disease has been reported.

Report rom Santiago— Quarantine of N.S, Craiqnenk from Colon— 
Mortuary statistics, 





During the week ended November 19, 1904, bills of health were 
issued to three vessels bound for the United States and one was 
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issued for Colon, Republic of Panama, this was to the U.S. army 
transport Sumner. On all of these I reported the condition of the 
port as good, and under ** Remarks” I wrote the following: ** One case 
of vellow fever at Punta de Sal, across the bay. Removed to the laza- 
retto at Cayo Duan. Discharged cured November 11.” 

One of these vessels, the steamship Cra‘gneuk, arrived November 
17, from Colon, with all well on board, put the bill of health from 
Colon, dated November 11, stated that there was 1 case of yellow 
fever at Colon, proceeding from Panama. On this account the vessel 
was fumigated by the Cuban authorities and ordered to be quarantined 
five days. After fumigation the vessel was allowed to go up to the 
wharf at Las Cruces (half a mile from the city) to load, but with the 
quarantine flag flying, and no communication was allowed with shore, 
except the captain. I made an additional note to this effect on this 
bill of health (No. 185). * * * 

No quarantinable disease has been reported, but there were 2 cases 
of varicella in the jail; they were isolated. * * * 

As the quarantine against Punta de Sal was removed on the morning 
of November 20, and as the second and last case of yellow fever was 
taken sick and removed to the lazaretto on November 2 and was dis- 
charged the 11th, I have thought it unnecessary to continue reporting 
this on the bills of health issued after the 20th.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports November 4 and 10 as 
follows: 

Week ended November 2, 1904: Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Mortality from all causes 31, as follows: Tuberculosis, 
5; pernicious fever, 4; fevers (without classification), 2; from all other 
causes 20. No case of yellow fever has been reported either in the 
city or surrounding territory for the past ten days. 
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During the month ended October 31, 1904, there was a total mortal- 
ity of 194, of which 25 deaths were from tuberculosis and 2 from vel- 
low fever. For the same period last year the total mortality was 184, 
of which 27 deaths were from tuberculosis and none from yellow fever. 

During the week 3 vessels were fumigated, 35 passengers and 77 

ieces of F baggage examined, 3 immune certificates and 4 bills of health 
issued, as follows: October 30, steamship Saronia, from Hamburg via 
Chilean and Peruvian ports, cleared for San Francisco. She took no 
passengers from here. October 31, steamship Co/om)ia, from Chilean 
and Peruvian ports, cleared for Ancon, canal zone, with 8 cabin and 
27 steerage passengers. November 1, steamship J/enes, from Ham- 
heuer via Chilean and Peruvian ports, cleared for San Francisco. No 
=. These three noel were fumigated by sulphur. On 
November 2, steamship Levador, a coasting steamer, was cleared for 
Panama via way ports. Crew 55, cabin passengers 12, steerage pas- 
sengers 11; all told, 78. Vessel aa fumigated and passengers net 
examined, 

By an act of the recent Congress a serious defect in the quarantine 
regulations was remedied by authorizing the superior board of health 
to impose and collect fines ranging from 5 to 1,000 sucres for violations 
of sanitary and quarantine laws. 

Week ended November 9, 1904. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Mortality from all causes, 38, as follows: Pernicious 
fever, 1; fever (without classification), 5; tuberculosis, 7; grippe, 2; 
enteric diseases, 5: from all other causes, 18. 

During the week no vessel cleared for any American or Panaman 
port. I translate the following from this morning’s issue of El Grito 
del Pueblo: 

‘Several cases of smallpox, which constitutes a serious menace to children, have 
appeared in this city. The superior board of health should, as they have done on 
other occasions, place two or more physicians in charge of vaccinations.’ 

Careful inquiry at the office of the board of health and at the hos- 
pitals fail to verify this report, and at the present time I can not 
obtain any more authentic information than that embodied in the above 
report. Should smallpox occur here, however, there is not much 
danger of an epidemic, as the population is thoroughly vaccinated, and 
only a very few young children and foreigners remain unprotected. 


GERMANY. 
R. port From Berlin— Death rate of Berlin and other large cities. 


Consul-General Mason reports as follows: 

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended October 29 was lower 
than it had been in the three preceding weeks, amounting, calculated 
on the year, to 13.2 per thousand of the population, thus being also 
lower sles the rate for the corresponding week of last year, in which 
it amounted to 14.8 per thousand. Almost two-thirds of the large 
German towns and cities showed less favorable health conditions than 
Berlin, the death rate in the following places being considerably 
higher than that of Berlin, viz, Dresden, Leipsic, Bremen, Cologne, 
Aix la Chapelle, Munich, Nuremberg, Dortmund, Halle, Magdeburg, 
Breslau, Kénigsberg, as well as London, Paris, and Vienna. On the 
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other hand, the following cities had lower rate of mortality than Berlin, 
namely, Hamburg, Frankfurt-on-Main, Stuttgart, Carlsruhe, Bruns- 
wick, Hanover, Schéneberg (with 10.9 each), and Charlottenburg (with 
10 per thousand). 

There was a slight increase in the number of deaths among children 
in the first year of life, so that the decreased mortality was exclusively 
among the higher age classes. The infant death rate amounted to 3.6 
per years and thousand, thus being lower than the Munich and Leipsic 
figure, but somewhat higher than the Hamburg rate. Acute diseases 
of the respiratory organs again showed an increase, causing 56 deaths 
(including 4+ from influenza). Acute intestinal diseases showed no 
change, claiming 51 victims. Six infants succumbed to cholerine. 
Furthermore, there were registered 77 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 
34 deaths from cancer, 7 deaths from scarlet fever, 6 deaths from 
diphtheria, 3 deaths from measles, 1 death from enteric fever. Finally, 
13 persons died by violence. 


Plaque and cholera in VATIONS countries. 
Plague. 


Lgypt.— During the week from the 22d to the 28th of October, one 
vase of plague was registered in Alexandria and 1 death. 

British India.—During the week ended the 15th of October there 
were registered in the Bombay Presidency 12,714 fresh cases of plague, 
with 9,879 deaths; of which 75 cases (67 deaths) occurred in the city 
of Bombay; 9 cases (11 deaths) in Karachi; 218 cases (218 deaths) in 
Surat; 25 cases (23 deaths) in the ports of Jodia and Porbandar. 

British South Africa.—In Durban a fresh case of plague occurred 
during the week ended the 1st of October. 


Cholera. 


Russia.—In the Trans-Caspian territory there were registered 
between the 17th and 24th of October 3 fresh cases of cholera, 1 in 
Merv, 1 at the station Kisil-Arwat, and lin Serachs. In Baku during 
the week ended the 25th of October there were registered 26 cases of 
cholera, as compared with 60 in the preceding week, with 19 deaths, 
as compared with 24 in the foregoing week. In Astrakhan during the 
period from the 18th to the 26th of October there were registered 15 
cases of cholera (with 6 deaths). 

In Baku, according to later reports, there have been registered dur- 
ing the period from the 28th of August to the 11th of October a total 
number of 269 cases of cholera (with 161 deaths), and from the 12th to 
the 23d of October there occurred 76 cases of cholera (with 37 deaths).

Infectious diseases in Italy. 


« 


For the week ended November 3, 1904, the following is the status 
of infectious diseases in Italy: 

Smallpor.—The disease 1s still widely spread in the province of 
Lecce. Cases are reported from 13 communes, but there are special 
foci of infection at S. Vito, S. Pancrazio, Ceglie, and Novoli. few 
cases are reported in the provinces of Rome, Treviso, Genoa, Arezzo, 
Pesaro, Palermo, and Potenza. 

Measles.—There has been an epidemic at Verbicaro (Cosenza), but 
very few cases are now reported. 

tnteric fever.—The disease is no longer as widely spread in Italy 
as in the previous weeks. Cases are still reported in the provinces of 
Rome¢ Milan, Arezzo, and Novara. 

Diphtheria.—There are a few cases in Spezia, Milan, Arezzo, and in 
the provinces in which these cities are situated. 

Anthrax.—Two cases were reported in Artena (Rome). 


ITALY. 


Quarantine regulations.—An order dated October 25, 1904, repeals 
the ordinance No. 19, dated September 16, 1903, by which arrivals 
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from Brisbane and Townsville (Queensland) were subjected to quar- 
antine regulations against plague. 


TURKEY. 


Cholera.—In Mesopotamia for the week ended October 1, 1904, there 
were reported 233 cases of Asiatic cholera with 160 deaths, of which 
33 cases and 39 deaths were in Bagdad, 36 cases and 11 deaths in 
Amara, 34 cases and 14 deaths in Mendeli, 39 cases and 30 deaths in 
Deiz-Zor, 7 cases and 7 deaths in Kiazmieh, and 6 deaths in Mosul. 
Comparing the present figures with the previous bulletins, it appears 
that the epidemic is gradually diminishing. 


GERMANY. 


Anchylostomiasis and trachoma.—In the Arnsberg district, during 
the week ended October 19, 1904, there were reported 46 cases of 
anchylostomiasis and 13 of trachoma. The trachoma cases were of an 
acute nature and formed part of an epidemic of ophthalmia previously 
reported.

Berne.—Month of July, 1904: Estimated population, 68,958. Total 
number of deaths, #8; including measles, 1; whooping cough, 3; enteric 
fever, 19; and pulmonary tuberculosis, 17. Annual death rate, 16.8 
per mille. 

Geneva.—Month of July, 1904: Estimated population, 110,954. 
Total number of deaths, 121; including diphtheria, 1; whooping 
cough, 2; and pulmonary tuberculosis, 30. Annual rate, 12.9 per 
mille. 

RUSSIA. 


Cholera.—The following is translated from the original French text 
ofa se made October 11, 1904, to the Belgian Government from 
the Belgian legation at St. Petersburg: 


The city of Saratow is contaminated by cholera, and it is expected that an epi- 
demic will appear at Kharbynsk. There is an entire absence of medical men in the 
district of Kharbynsk, all the doctors of the district having been sent to the extreme 
East. The Kharabynsk delegation has just made application to the provincial dele- 
gation with a view to obtaining disinfectants and medical men. A pupil in a paro- 
chial school for boys at Saratow having fallen ill of cholera, the school was at once 
closed. The district of Balachow, province of Saratow, is also without physicians, 
because they have all left for the war. The delegation of the district is making great 
efforts to obtain medical men. At Moscow there is an active surveillance of trav- 
elers and of the baggage of travelers arriving from places infected with cholera. The 
physicians of the different arrondissements are required to make daily visits to the 
persons in question for a period of five to ten days. 


SIAM, 


Quarantine proclamation.—The following royal decree on quaran- 
tine has been promulgated by the Siamese Government to repeal the 
royal decree of May 20, 1904: 


Whereas bubonic plague has now ceased to be epidemic in Hongkong and else- 
where, but whereas the disease is now endemic in Hongkong and several ports in 
China, it is expedient to repeal the royal decree of May 20, 1904, and substitute 
another decree: Therefore it is hereby decreed: 

1. For the purposes of this decree the inspection station shall be in the river Menam 
Chow Phya, opposite the custom-house at Paknam. 
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2. Any vessel which, having cleared from Hongkong or any port in China, arrives 
in Siamese waters on or after the date of the present decree shall drop anchor at the 
said inspection station and shall stay there until such a time as the medical officer shall 
have boarded her and have given pratique. 

3. No person other than the health officer or one of his assistants shall communi- 
cate from any ship coming from Hongkong or from any port in China with the land 
or from the land with such ship or from such ship with other ships or from other 
ships with such ship before she has received pratique. 

4. The master or other — having the control of any vessel in quarantine shall 
give the health officer such information about the vessel and the voyage and the 
health of the crew and passengers and otherwise as the health officer may require, 
and shall answer fully and truly questions put to him by the health officer, and shall, 
if required by the health officer, furnish the necessary boats and appliances for the 
landing of the passengers or crew at the quarantine station, and shall, in a general 
way, give the health officer all necessary assistance to enable him to grant partique 
to the vessel. 

5. The health officer may board any vessel arriving in Siamese waters and inspect 
every person in the vessel. He may, if he thinks necessary, call for inspection of 
the ship’s bills of health, emigration papers, or other documents which he may 
require to enable him to grant pratique, and he shall use every lawful means which 
to him may seem expedient for ascertaining the sanitary condition of the vessel and 
persons therein. 

6. Any vessel which shall be so loaded as to be unable to pass over the bar at the 
entrance of the river Menam Chow Phya shall, in order to obtain permission to lighten 
or load at the outside anchorage of Koh-se-chang or of Anghin, give through the 
ship’s agent in Bangkok to the health officer of the local government board previous 
written notice of the ship’s expected arrival at such outside anchorage, and deliver 
to the customs officer stationed at outside anchorage a written declaration stating 
that no death from or case of bubonic plague has occurred on board from port of 
departure. 

7. The health officer shall be, and is hereby, empowered to deal with all infected 
vessels and persons as he may think proper to prevent the spreading of the disease. 

8. Any and all persons committing a breach of the present decree or assisting in 
any way in the commission of such breach, and the master, captain, or other person 
having the control of any vessel or boat on board of which such breach has been 
committed, or which has been in any way engaged in the commission of such breach, 
shall be severally liable to a fine not exceeding 2,000 ticals or to imprisonment not 
exceeding six months, or to both such punishments. 

9. Any cost incurred by the Government in the maintenance of any person removed 
to the quarantine station shall be repaid by the agents of the vessel. 

10. The execution of the present decree shall be and is hereby intrusted to the 
minister of the local government, with the full assistance of the naval department.

Vessels held in quarantine were the Red **D” Line steamers Cura- 
cas and Philadelphia, which arrived at this port from ports of Vene- 
zuela and Curacao on October 5 and 19, respectively, and the Spanish 
steamer Cutaluna, from Central and South American ports on Octo- 
ber 21.

WEST INDIES. 
Report from Barhados— Vesse S inspected. 


Agsistant Surgeon Ward reports, November 15, as follows: 

I have the honor to report that during the week ended November 
12, 1904, bills of health were issued to 3 steamships and 5 sailing ves- 
sels with 181 crew, 33 steerage, and 26 cabin passengers. Of this 
number I inspected 2 steamships, 3 sailing vessels, 132 crew, 33 steer- 
age, and 19 cabin passengers, of whom 3 crew, 6 steerage, and 5 cabin 
passengers were taken on at this port. There were 2 steerage in 
transit for Grenada, West Indies. 
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On November 7 I viséed the bill of health of the Republic of Panama, 
issued on that date, to the Royal Mail steamship Za Plata, trom 
Southampton, bound to Colon via other ports in the Caribbean Sea, 
with 171 crew, including 24 laborers taken on at this port, and 189 
passengers. <A certificate of vaccination was issued to a deck passen- 
ger for Colon.
